It is our opinion that pro- 
visions should have been made 
to handle the work through the 
office of the county surveyor 
rather than to turn to outside 
help—that it was the job of the 
board of supervisors to make it 
possible for the work to be han- 
dled. through a item of 
Tulare county. 


In the third place, we believe 
that the decision to hire an out- 
side engineering firm was not 
made purely on a basis of great- 
est potential good for Tulare 
county. Considerable personal 
feeling exists between Mr. Pat- 
terson and Mr. Switzer, and it 
is our belief that Mr. Patterson’s 
leadership in the move to secure 
the service of an outside engi- 
neer was based primarily on this 
personal feeling.

Grain Straw 
Makes Good Feed 


Grain farmers can provide a 


Jarge volume: of roughage for 
their . 


livestock by equipping 
threshing machines with straw 


dumps, according to Robert H. 


Anderson, assistant Tulare coun- 
ty farm advisor. 

With machines thus equipped, 
straw cafi-be left in wind-rows 
or piles which can later be spray: 
ed with molasses or a new pro: 
tein enriched molasses product, 
making a good livestock feed. 

Mr. Anderson states that dry 
bean straw has been made into 
ensilage simply by mixing it 
with a molasses water mixture as 
the straw is being packed into 
the silo and in 1938 a good sil- 
age was made by mixing cull or- 
anges and eban straw-plus about 
10 per cent molasses. 

The oranges were dumped on 
the straw as it was being run 
through an ordinary knife cop- 
per to form the mix.

: Experimental Castor Bean Plot Set Out 
By Ralph Gunderson In Vandalia District 


A possibility that castor beans 
might become a commercial crop 
in this area is indicated by an 
experimental planting of approx- 
imately: one acre at the Ralph 


Gunderson ranch in the Vandalia 


district. 

Seed for the planting was fur- 
nished by the Baker Caster Oil 
company of San Diego, with this 
company holding a contract for 

all seed produced by Mr. Gunder- 
gon; Other plantings in various 

sections of the valley have been 
arranged by the company in an 
effort to determine commercial 
possibility of the crop. 

Mr..Gunderson set out his 
seeds about one month ago and 
at the present the castor. bean 
plants are about six inches high. 
Irrigation wil Ibe necessary, on 
the adobe soil in which they are 
growing, at intervals of approx- 
imately 18 days. 

The variety of castor bean be- 
ing grown is considered to be an 
annual plant, however, experi- 
ments in other areas have shown 


that if the plant is pruned, it 
will produce a crop the second 
year, 

In other plantings, a yield up 
to 3,400 pounds of castor beans 
an acre has been attained, with 
the oil company contract calling 
for a minimum price of seven 
and one-half cents per pound. 
Market price is now 12.and one- 
half cents per pound.
